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The following summarizes topline quantitative results regarding menthol cues from 90 Qualivue 
interviews which were conducted among white smokers aged 18-34 of Newport full flavor, 
Newport Lights and other full margin menthol light cigarettes in Region 1. Respondents were 
first asked on an unaided basis to tell what colors and scenes or places remind them of 
menthol cigarettes or menthol taste. They were then read a list of colors and were asked to 
rate each on a scale of 1 to 5 (with 1 being "describing it not at all" and 5 being "describing it 
completely") on how well it communicates menthol cigarettes. They were then asked which of 
these colors best describes a menthol cigarette. The same was done with scenes and places. 

While green was viewed as the color which best describes a menthol cigarette by 
approximately two-thirds of these smokers, other colors including aqua, white and blue were 
also felt to communicate menthol cigarettes by many respondents.

In terms of places, scenes and animals, several of those on the list were felt to either 
completely or somewhat communicate menthol cigarettes by a majority of these smokers. 
More than 60% of these respondents felt that water either completely or somewhat 
communicates a menthol cigarette. When asked specifically about different scenes involving 
water, waterfalls were thought to best communicate a menthol cigarette.

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It is important to note that these respondents were simply read this list of scenes, not shown 
any imagery when rating each. Therefore, while penguins, open fields and horses were not 
rated as highly as some other scenes, this does not necessarily mean that they should be 
excluded from consideration for a menthol ad; if put in the right context, they could 

communicate menthol cigarettes as well as some of the more highly rated scenes. _
